Because the Bugs are Big as Whales 
Due to the inordinate size, number, and ferocity of bugs (mosquitoes and 


black flies, mostly) on the mountain this summer, it is necessary for 
everyone's peace of flesh that the campus be sprayed from time to time. 
The spray used will be a combination of methoxychlor and malathion which 
is dispensed from a mist blower mounted on a truck. The mist is 
directed at bushes, grass, and the lower portions of trees where the 
adult mosquitoes "hang out" when not munching on mammals. Because of 
the fineness of the mist, the spray dries on the leaves within a few 
minutes; and once it is dry, due to a sticking agent in the spray, it 
will not rub off the leaves. Tom Johnston of Trees Incorporated reports 
that "you would have to eat the leaves" in order to take the spray with 
you. The formula itself is one available in hardware stores and super- 
markets for home use and has been approved both by the Environmental 
Protection Agency and the Vermont State Pesticide Board. Its active 
life is approximately one or two weeks. Paul Cubeta says, "I can assure 
you, it is totally ineffective," and in his personal estimation it is 
composed of highly concentrated 120.

We've recieved a 61% return on the Apple Cellar Survey (194 out of 
320: 65% student and 402 faculty/staff response). Of those responding, 
84% ate. using computers this summer. 69% are using or plan to use the 
Apple: Cellar. l . ' a Ss pies 

62 of the respondents brought computers with them (50. students and 12 
faculty/staff). Of those who brought their own computers, 36 (or 582) 
brought Apples, 10 brought IBM's or IBM compatibles, 5 brought Digitals, 
and 8 brought other brands (Kaypro, Commodore, Radio Shack, AT&T, Atari, 
Brother). 

31%-of all computer users (both owners and non-owners) in the ‘survey. . 
‘learned to use a computer ‘at Bread Loaf. 79% of those who learned here 
and who later bought a computer bought Apples. 

These results show an increase in Computer use compared to last 
summer. In our 1985 survey, 34 people brought computers, compared to 62 
computers this year.
